This recollection of our heritage is 
the most important part of the Bicen- 
tennial Celebration. This commemo- 
ration is not just to celebrate the two- 
hundredth birthday of this nation, 
but to take a moment to look back 
into our past to reevaluate our life- 
styles and moral values. For our soci- 
ety to continue and prosper in the fu- 
ture, we must look to the past to find 
the unity and brotherhood that we 
have, in some measure, lost along the 
way. In today’s society of mobility, 
and large, urban centers, we have lost 
the small town closeness that was 
well known just fifty years ago. Most 
people today live in cities, far from 
where they were born, and distant 
from their close relatives. In both the 
cities and their suburbs, some may 
spend their entire lives not knowing 
many people, or caring what happens 
to them. This atmosphere is quite dif- 
ferent from that in which our parents 
grew up. With such universal ano- 
nymity in this country, we must use 
this time of retrospection to try to 
change this country’s attitude towards 
the individual. 

We at Fairfax High School are no- 
tably lucky. We are a community 
high school, meaning that we draw 


our student body from one small, 
unchanging area, and that area is 
Fairfax City. When Fairfax High 
School was founded forty-one years 
ago, its student body came from small 
areas Close to the city such as Clifton, 
Falls Church, Oakton. Now the area 
is much smaller and we are the only

high school in the city. Because of 
this, anyone who has lived in this 
area for any length of time has either 
gone to Fairfax or known someone 
who has. For this reason, many citi- 
zens in our community and the sur- 
rounding areas have a feeling of 


comradeship with our school and its 
students. They are interested in both 
what we do as a school and as indi- 
viduals. They realize that 
though we are only teenagers, we are 
an integral part of the community 
and that without us, there would be 
no community. 

“No man is an island, entire of i- 
self;” said poet John Donne, and nei- 
ther is a school. Fairfax High is not a 
separate institution, but an institution 
that is very dependent on the commu- 
nity. The community not only 
supplies the money that the school 
needs to survive, but also supplies 
jobs for both students and teachers. 
Not only does the community 
provide financial support but moral 
support for our athletic teams, our 
drama productions, and other activi- 
ties as well. They are as dependent 
upon us as we are upon them. Neti- 
ther is an island. 

We are lucky to be united with 
our surrounding community. To- 
gether, school and community, we 
may celebrate the Bicentennial. We 


even 


must look back together if we are to 
learn how to move forward together. 
Together is a very important word 
for the Bicentennial Celebration. We 
cannot do it alone, to look back we 
must be united. 

These thoughts were best sum- 
marized by Eric Sloane when he 
wrote: “We believe that all men are 
endowed by their Creator with in- 
alienable rights, and that the forego- 
ing creed renders not only indepen- 
dence to the nation but self-depen- 
dence for each American.” 
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The final test of a leader is that he leaves 
behind him in other men the conviction 
and the will to carry on. 

The genius of a good leader is to leave 
behind him a situation which common 
sense, without the grace of genius, can deal 
with successfully.

The first inhabitants of this area 
were the Doeg and Susquehannock 
Indians who moved on when settlers 
began arriving in great numbers from 
the Virginia Tidewater region. The 
settlers formed the Town of Fairfax 
at the end of an old Indian trail that 
was renamed Ox Road, (the street is 
now Chain Bridge Road). In 1732, 
the town became a part of Truro 
Parish, and in the year of 1742, it 
joined Fairfax County. Fifty-seven 
years later the County court in Alex- 
andria moved to a new building in 
the Town of Fairfax. In 1805 the 
growing town recieved a new name, 


the Town of Providence. When the 
Civil War came and went, it left the 
town destitute, but the townspeople 
worked hard at its reconstruction. In 
1874, with a population of two 
hundred, the town for the last time 
was renamed, Fairfax. Fairfax re- 
mained small until World War II, 
when many government employee’s 
moved to the area. Today, Fairfax is 
an independant city with over 23,000 
people. In this, our Bicentennial year, 
we are indeed fortunate to live in a 
city as beautiful and historic as ours.

dependent for national growth and 
improvement. 

It seems hard for any person who 
has ever entered this school to believe 
that at one time it was merely a 
vision; for since it first became a real- 
ity, it has grown both in character 
and in stature. It would also be 
puzzling to anyone to ascertain which 
phase of this school has expanded to 
the greatest degree since the doors of 
Fairfax High School first opened. The 
annex was built in 1937 to take care 
of the shop, home economics, and ag- 
riculture. In many ways during the 
past the school has improved and ad- 
ditions have been made: a graded 


athletic field, six new classrooms, and 
a supply room. However, as one 
looks back and remembers, it seems 
that the most important event was 
the dedication of the new auditorium 
and gymnasium on February 4, 1940. 
Yet everybody was just as proud 
when the new shop was completed 
and the dressing rooms for the boys 
and girls were added to the gym. And 
still the plant cannot properly ac- 
comodate the constantly growing 
student body which in ten years has 
reached 927 and a faculty that has 
increased until it now numbers 42. 
Each individual would choose a 
different aspect of the school’s expan- 
sion and development for being the 
most important according to his main 
interest. It might be considered the 
curriculum which has broadened and 
enriched through the year or the in- 
structive extra-curriculum activities 
that have been added to the program 
of the school. Or perhaps the organt- 
zation of a democratic form of 
student government has proved most 
beneficial. It might be a greater op- 
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portunity for physical development 
and athletic interests. It certainly 
could be the improved and ever 
progressing vocational opportunities 
offered here. 

No matter what the main interests 
of those who have entered Fairfax 
High School they have strongly 
improved. Here, with ideals of char- 
acter, leadership, and _ scholarship 
always held before them, they will 
strive to make a better world for to- 
morrow, knowing that they have 
found here those things which give 
life direction — ideals, knowledge 
and that they have left this school 
richer, wiser for having entered. No 
vision could be more magnificent 
than an institution of learning that 
moulds the very foundation for the 
infinite and inalienable betterment of 
man.

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About Our Cover 


The cover of this year’s Sampler is just that. In the 
spirit of the Bicentennial, a needlepoint sampler was 
designed around the theme of historic Fairfax by Marge 
Warsing, a professional designer who resides in 
Vienna. The original work measures approximately 18 
x 30 inches, and is worked with 3-ply Paterna Persian 
yarn on an 18-mesh mono canvas. All yarn colors are 
shades of red, white, or blue. Much of the front cover 
design is worked in continental stitch or one of its 
many variations, while the back is worked in Bargello, 
including several panels of four-way Bargello. In its 
finished form, the piece consists of over 160,000 indi- 
vidual stitches. 

Research, finalization of design, and the actual paint- 
ing of the design on the canvas totalled several weeks’ 
work. Though Marge has designed several other major 
pieces, this, she says, “is my masterpiece!” 

Much of the front cover and a portion of the Bargello 
back was worked by Kathie Mason, an amateur needle- 
work artist. She was, she said, “very reluctant” to under- 
take a work of such magnitude and complexity, but at- 
tempt it she did, devoting more than 150 hours of ex- 
acting labor to the task before being forced by a rapidly 
approaching deadline to surrender the canvas to less 
harried hands. 

The remainder of the front cover and the spine were 
worked by Art Seippel, a very prominent Clifton artist. 
Among Art’s triumphs in competition is the coveted 
Best in Show Ribbon in the 1975 Woodlawn Planta- 
tion Needlework Show. His uncanny speed and perfec- 
tion of style did much to hold the then critical deadline 
at bay. Incredibly, Art is seriously disabled by wounds 
received in Viet Nam, and does all of his needlework 
while flat on his back. 

The final step toward completion of the project, the 
working of the Bargello back, was accomplished by 
Mike McCreery, another Vienna resident. Mike is ex- 
tremely proficient in all phases of needlepoint, but has 
special facility with the often complex and difficult or- 
namental stitches. The four-way Bargello, plaid, and 
like panels on the back bear testimony to her special 
skills. 

Through all stages of production, advice, technical 
assistance, and materials were lavished upon the artists 
by Lu Hildenbrand, owner of the Tapestry Room. To 
her and her staff must go much of the credit for solving 
the numberless small crises that accompany any such 
grandiose project.
